Washington, D. C., May 10.—[Special.]— 
Admiral Sampson has almost been knocking 
at the doors of Port San Juan, much as 
Dewey did at Manila, but the chances seem 
to be that he will come back without doing 
much. The latest advices received at the 
Navy department are to the effect that the 
Cape Verde fleet went back to Spain, as 
many of the strategists believed from the 
frst it would do.. The information is not 
exact, as the navy has been compelled to 
rely largely, if not entirely, om reports to the 
State department which have generally 
‘proved far from satisfactory. There is a 
possibility, of course, that the four Spanish 
eruieers, the Vizcaya, Qquendo, Maria 
Theresa, and Cristobal Colon, may have, 
sneaked into the harbor of Puerto Rico, or 
may, after all, be lying in wait for the Ore-

The latest report from Havana is 
to the effect that the Lafayette, in entire 
defiance of the agreement, proceeded to dis- 
charge its cargo, and it became necessary to 
send notice that the ship would not be al- 
lowed to come out of the harbor unless the 
cargo was promptly reshipped. Navy of- 
ficers say that the purpose of a blockade is 
to embarrass the enemy as much as possible 
by preventing the arrival of mails, supplies, 
ammunition, and recruits, and they fear that 
the State department may interfere again 
and again, and. permit various foreign craft 
to enter the harbor of Havana. _ 

It is current gossip in the Navy depart- 
ment that the influence of the amateur 
diplomats of the State department has been

received here today to show that both Great 
Britain and Russia have set their faces 
strongly against any interference by Europe 
in the war between Spain and the United 
States, except to the extent of inducing 
Spain at the proper time to cease from carry- 
ing on what every one recognizes is an ab- 
solutcly hopeless warfare.

Sefior Sagasta, the Premier, then rose and 
declared that any one trying: to sow dis- 
union among Spaniards when the nation 
was engaged in an international struggle 
was unworthy of the name of Spaniard. 

Sefiog Salmeron shouted: “ I am a good 
Spaniard.” 

This exclamation was greeted with Mon- 
archist shouts of ‘‘ No, no. Out with him.” 

Sefior Sagasta appealed to the patriotism 
of members, and prayed the House to vote 
the “‘funds so necessary to conduct the 
war.” His appeal was greeted with the gen- 
eral cry, ‘‘ We will vote immediately.” 

Sefior Puigcerver declared that until the 
credits are voted it Is impossible to meet the 
demands for ammunition and provisions for 
Cuba, Puerto Rico, the Balearic Islands, and 
the Canary Islands, or to obtain the neces- 
sary stocks of coal. : 


Puerto Rican’s Sharp Speech. 

The principal speech in today’s debate was 
that of Sefior Labra, a Puerto Rican mem- 
ber, who maintained that autonomy in Cuba 
was not a failure, and that, on the contrary, 
the United States precipitated war because, 
as he said, ‘‘it foresaw autonomy would 
succeed in restoring peace to Cuba.”’ The 
Americans believed, he declared, that Spain 
would yield, but “‘ on their arrival at Havana 
they discovered their mistake.”’ [Cheers.] 

Sefior Labra contended that Spain ought to 
appeal to the powers, not for armed assist- 
ance, but for an arbitral decision on the 
questions of international law involved. ~ 

The speech was much applauded on all 


Moret to Be Sacrificed. 

Sefior Moret, Secretary for the Colonies, 
generally indorsed Sefior Labra’s views, and, 
replying to Sefior Mella’s speech yesterday, 
said that neither victories nor defeats could 
be ascribed to one régime more than to an- 
other, and that it was a bad interpretation 
of the words of Isaiah to say that God 
averts his face from nations governed by 
women. 

With a view of remedying “ the mistake 
made last week "’.Sefior Moret said he wished 
to repudiate the suggestion of Sefior Silvela 
that he (Moret) desired to convert Parlia- 
ment into a national convention. ‘‘ I asked 
not for orders, but only for suggestions,”’ he 
declared.

Cape Verde Fleet Now Reported to Have Returned to Its 
Original Station, Where It Is Expected to Join the ~ 
Larger Squadron and Cross the Atlantic. 


MODERN ARMADA TO SAIL FOR AMERICAN’ SHORES. 


By Combining All Her Naval Forces Spain Proposes to Try Her 
Strength with the United States—Flotilla of Fast Boats

London, May 10.—(Copyright, 1898, by W. R. Hearst.)—Our 
correspondent in Spain has completely transformed the whole 
aspect of war by breaking through the marvelous censorship of 
the Spanish government, by which it has been able to protect the 
secrets of its naval operations, and telegraphing from Cadiz in 
cipher the news of the return of the Spanish squadron which was 
supposed to be about to give battle to Admiral Sampson's fleet. 

. This important message announcing the arrival of four 
cruisers, one torpedo boat, and three torpedo boat destroyers, 
which identifies the fleet completely, has been cabled to all gov- 
ernments. The Evening News said tonight: : 

“The United States government as well as every governmént 
in Burope has been endeavoring in vain to get news of this fleet, 
but a newspaper has shown itself possessed of facilities superior 
to any government.” | | 

It will be remembered that when the Oape Verde fleet started 
from St. Vincent two torpedo boats collided and returned to the 
harbor accompanied by the two supply ships. These vessels did 
not leave St. Vincent until twenty-four hours later. Evidently 
they were unable to overtake the fleet or were instructed to go in 
some other direction. 

The discovery of the return of the Oape Verde fleet was 
promptly cabled to President McKinley, and qsmonstrates the 
absolute accuracy of the dispatches from Spain for many weeks, 
declaring that Spain had changed her naval plans and would not 
attempt to fight in the Atlantic with separate squadrons, but 
would unite all her sea forces in one fleet before making any seri- 
ous movement towards America. . 

: Proof of this is to be found in the fact that while the Cape 
‘Verde fleet was cruising about and burning up coal the second 
squadron was being rapidly prepared for sea at Cadiz, and that 
as soon as these preparations were practically complete the Oape 

Verde fleet returned to unite the forces. : 


ies 2S ARMADA TO SAIL WITHIN A WEEK. 
Private advices from Cadiz indicate that it is the intention 
_ of the Spanish government to order the fleet to sail within a week. 
It is impossible to ascertain the destination of the united fleets. 
H. W. Wilson, the famous British naval expert, reviews the 
situation as follows: 
“This move (returning to Cadiz) is not wise from a Spanish 
point of view. The United States gains by each hour's delay. 
It will now be able to send the Massachusetts, Texas, and 
the Brooklyn, America’s ‘waiting squadron,’ to join Admiral 
Sampson. It will be able to bring up the Oregon. It may 
even succeed in getting one or two of its torpedo destroyers to 
sea, and unless the Spaniards at once put out they will lose San. 
Juan, their coaling station in Puerto Rico, by their hesitating, un- © 
decided course of action. | | 
“The Spaniards have gained nothing and risked a great deal. 
It is true they will be able to pick up reinforcements at Cadiz in 
the shape of the battleship Pelayo, the armored cruiser Carlos V., 
the protected cruisers Lepanto and Alfonso, and two torpedo de- 
stroyers, but these reinforcements are less formidable than those 
which Admiral Sampson will infallibly receive.

Situation Within the Walls—Soldiers 
Demoralized, Guns Worthless, 
and People Starving.

Havana Harbor, on board the Danish

-1898, by W. R. Hearst.]—Hardly a week has 
gone by since the blockade of Havana was 
decreed, and already it is next to impossible 
to sustain life within its walls. The per- 
sonal danger of non-combatants Is increas- 
ing hourly. Famine is near. 

The regular soldiers, especially the ar‘il- 
lerymen, are so demoralized, having had no 
pay or attention for several months, that 
when Morro Castle fired the first three shots 


sight they flatly refused to go to their posts. 
Their superior offieers were compelled to 
drive them to duty with the flat sides of their 
machetes. 

They well know that not one of the Ha- 
vana batteries is in shape to battle with 
such warships as the Indiana and the Iowa. 
There are only two modern Krupp guns 
capable of competing with thoseof the lowa 
and the Indiana. One of these big Krupp 
guns is placed at the Santa Clara battery, 
midway between Havana City and the Viado, 
facing Morro to the left. The Santa Clara 
battery is the best, but its position with 
regard to Morro is unsatisfactory. 

The Iowa or Indiana can safely bombard 
Morro shielded from the big Krupp gun at 
the Santa Clara battery. The other big 
Krupp is located at Principe Fort, some 
three miles from the coast, to the west of 
Morro. It will do good work in defending 
Havana from an attack by land, but it is 
worthless for coast defense. Any cruiser 
can cannonade Havana's batteries without 
coming in range of this gun. Aside from 
these two Krupps all other cannon, number- 
ing 400, were built from ten to twenty years 
ago, about 300 being of the obsolete muzzle- 
loader type. 

The Spaniards are rapidly barricading the 
city with sandbags and stone ballast. Com- 
pulsory work has been decreed, as the gov- 
ernment pay is discredited. Havana coast 
lines and environs will soon be surrounded 
with high walls of sandbags and stone bal- 
last and deep trenches flooded with water. 

Havana’s wharves and warehouses are 
empty. ‘There is only flour for forty-five 
days, rice for thirty, lard for twenty, and 
meat for fifteen days. The water supply is 
a source of great annoyance to the goverra- 
ment, as the only available supply is the Al- 
bear Canal, which brings water from Vento 
Springs, some six miles from Havana City. 
These works, although nut yet in the hands 
of the rebels; will soon be seized by them 
and the supply cut off. Notonly Havana but

TO CHANGE INAUGURATION DAY. 


Senate Passes Joint Resolution to Make 
President’s Term Begin 
| May 4. 


Washington, D. C., May 10.—After an ex- 
tended and interesting debate, the resolution 
submitting to the Legislatures of the vari- 
ous States an amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United States changing the date 
of the beginning of the terms of the Presi- 
dent, Vice President, and members of Con- 
gress from the fourth of March tothe fourth 
of May was adopted. Following is the text 
of the proposed amendment: 

“The term of office of the President and 
Vice President and the Fifty-sixth Congress 
shall continue until the fourth day of May, in 
the year 1901, at noon; and the fourth day of 
May, at noon, shall thereafter be substituted 
for the fourth of March, as the commence- 
ment and termination of the official term of 
| the President, Vice President, Senators, 
and Representatives in Congress.”’ 

The most important reason for the adop- 
tion of the amendment was that the time 
betweeh the date Congress convened-in De- 
cember and the fourth of March, when the 
Congress expired by limitation every two 
years, was too short for the proper and 
decent consideration of the thirteen great 
appropriation bills and other matters of im- 
portance which must necessarily be consid- 
ered during the short sessions of Congress.

Tampa Bay Hotel, Tampa, Fla., May 10.— 
[Special.J—The transport Gussie sailed for 
Cuba to day amidst a din of cheers, bearing 
the first regular troops of the United States 
to Cuban soil. The docks were thronged 
| with enthusiastic people, who coulé only 
guess what was going to happen next and 
when it would occur. 

The Gussie carried a large cargo of nmils- 
cellaneous supplies for the Cubans. There 
were hundreds of cases of the old Springfield 
.rifies, forty-five caliber, with accompanying 
ammunition, and there were also large 
quantities of old army muskets, such as 
were used in. the civil war. Powder and ball 
galore went with them. Hospital supplies 
of every description went with the hospital 
attendants, who were under command of 
Dr. Gandy of the First Infantry, and who, 
it is said, will remain with Gomez's army. 
Iwenty-two Cubans, clad in the new canvas 
uniform of the United States soldiers, went 
with the two companies of the First Infan- 
try. The officers who were in charge of the 
detachment were Captain O’Connell and 
Lieutenants Crofton of Company E and 
Captain Phister, First Lieutenant F. E. 
Lacy, and Second Lieutenant D. E. Nolan 
of Company G.. . 

Lieutenant Lacy was married in New Or- 
leans on the evening of the departure of his 
regiment to Tampa. Mrs. Lacy and her 
mother accompanied him here, but scarcely 
anticipated that he would be sent out on the 
first detail for Cuban duty. e 

A Hotchkiss gun, which had been Intended 
for use on the Gussie and to be eventual- 
ly turned over to Gomez, was left behind for 
the reason that there was no place on its 
decks where the gun and caisson could be 
safely stored and lashed. Three pieces of 
light artillery were taken, however, but will 
not be used, as no detail of gunners ac- 
companied them. 

Work has been progressing rapidly on the 
transports at Port Tampa all day. The 
Florida will, in all probability, be the first 
of these ships to be loaded. The stevedores 
have been carrying cases of arms and am- 
munition aboard all day and packing tho 
stores as fast. as men can do it. The car-' 
penters are fast completing the stalls, 
which, by the way, do not please the cav- 
airymen.

LEAVING CHICKAMAUGA TODAY. 


Six Thousand Infantry and Cavalry to 
Break Camp for Tampa, New Or- 
leans, and Mobile. 


Chickamauga National Park, Ga., May 10. 
—Major General Brooke, commanding the 
United States regular provisional army 
corps at Chickamauga Park, today received 
orders from the War department directing 
him to send without delay all the troops now 
in camp here, about 6,000 in all, to Tampa, 
Fla., with a full supply of ammunition for 
sixty days. 

General Brooke made a hurried reorganiza- 
tion of the infantry forces, annulling the 
division heretofore fommed. An order im- 
mediately followed this signed by Adjutant 
General Sheridan, forming the Eighth, 
Twelfth, and Sixteenth Regiments Infantry 
into a brigade to be commanded by Colonel 
Guy V. Henry, Fred A. Smith, Assistant 
Adjutant General, and Lieutenant Stafford 
of the Highth Regiment, Brigade Quarter- 
master. This brigade is ordered to proceed 
at once “ fully equipped for field service to 
Tampa, Fla., and report to the General com- 
manding at that point.” 

The same order also formed the Second and 
Seventh Infantry into a brigade, Brigadier 
General Adna R. Chaffee in command, who is 
also ordered to proceed as early as possible 
with his brigade to Tampa, fully equipped for 
,field service. 

It was announced tonight from headquar- 
ters that the troops would leave the park 
in the following order:

WAR MEASURES IN THE SENATE. 


Enlistment of a Volunteer Signal Corps 
Provided For and Other Army . 
Bills Passed. 


Washington, D. C., May 10.—Four war 
measures were passed by the Senate today. 
One of them provided for carrying on the 
additional work in the Adjutant General's 
office; the second authorized the enlistment 
of a volunteer signal corps, two-thirds of 
the members of which must be expert elec- 
tricians or telegraphers; the third was the 
so-called “‘immune Dbill,’”” passed by the 


was a measure suspending existing law so 
that additional hospital stewards can be ap- 
pointed. 

Soon after the Senate convened Mr. Sewell 
{[N. J.] reported from the Committee on 
Military Affairs a bill providing for the in- 
creased volume of work in the office of the 
Adjutant General of the army. The bill pro- 
vides for one Assistant Adjutant General 
with rank of Colonel and one with rank of 
Major. The bill was passed. 

From the Military Affairs committee Mr. 
Carter [Mont.] favorably reported and se- 
cured the passage of a bill providing fora 
volunteer signal corps. The measure author- 
izes the President to organize a volunteer 
signal corps for the existing war. Thecorps 
shall consist of one Colonel, one Lieutenant 
Colonel, one Major as disbursing officer, and 
such other officers and men as may be re- 
quired, not exceeding one Major for each 
army corps, and two Captains, two First 
Lieutenants, two Second Lieutenants, five 
First Sergeants, ten Sergeants, ten cor- 
porals, and thirty privates to each organized 
division of troops. Two-thirds of all officers 
below the rank of Major and a like propor- 
tion of the enlisted men shall be skilled elec- 
tricians or telegraph operators. 

Mr. Hawley [Conn.], chairman of the Mil- 
itary Affairs committee, called up the Dill 
providing for a volunteer brigade of engi- 
neers and the enlistment of 10,000 “ im- 
munes ’”’ in the Southern States. It had been 
passed by the House, with two amendments, 
and Mr. Hawley moved that the Senate con- 
cur in the amendment. The motion pre- 
vailed. The bill will now go to the Presi- 
dent for his signature. 

Mr. Morrill [Vt.] called up the House Dill 
to readmit Mrs. Nellie Grant Sartoris to cit- 
izenship in the United States. The bill was 
passed. It has already passed the House. 

At 1:05 p. m. the Vice President announced 
his signature to the resolution of thanks to 
Commodore Dewey and the officers and men 
of his command.

Washington, D. C., May 10.—As a result of 
the Spanish reverse at Manila leading mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, representing 
some of the most influential of the great 
powers of Europe, have unofficially ex- 
changed views on the opportuneness of a 
movement, dictated by the most friendly 
spirit and in the interest of peace, towards 
urging upon Spain the futility of further 
prosecuting the war and inducing her to sue 
for peace on the basis of the relinquishment 
of Cuba, the promise of a war indemnity, 
and the occupation of Manila by Admiral 
Dewey until the war indemnity is paid. 

It was stated tonight by one of the most. 
influential members of the diplomatic corps 
—an Ambassador—that such a step by Spain 
was the logical result of the crushing Span- 
ish defeat at Manila, and that Spain her- 
self should be the first to recognize it as 
a measure of her own self-protection and 
self-preservation. Her best friends in the 
family of nations ought to urge it upon 
Spain, this Ambassador said, and if it Were 
not for the chaotic condition of affairs at 
Madrid, he felt that such peace overtures 
would be welcomed there. With Spanish, 
politics in its present disordered state and 
a revolution impending he did not know 
whether the men at the head of thé goy- 


enough to save Spain by a heroie 
of her pridé. 

Unless they dd, he sald, the disaster of 
Manila would be repeated, for it wathow 
patent to the world that Spain's military 
and naval strength was grotesquely inade 
quate to cope with the ferces of the United 
States, and Spanish pride would ultimatéy 
be humbled Into peace on far more sever 
terms than she might be able to obtatn now, - 

While erspressing this view with much pos- 
itiveness, it was put forwar'l as tenta- 
tive, and not as » move wh'ch the European 
powers had actually begun. At the same 
time, it indicater a new trend of feeling 
among leading foreign representatives in 
Washington. Their discussion has been en- 
tirely unofficial and withuut advices. from 
their own governments, but it is said that 
Spain’s plight is such at the present moment 
that a movement on the other side may be- 
gin at any time towards inducing Spain to 
make terms for closing the war.

Glad to Be Prisoners.

LOYALTY OF THE CATHOLICS. 


Archbishops Prepare a Prayer . for 
Triumph of the United States 
Over Spain. 


Washington, D. C.,.May 10.—The Arch- 
bishops of the Catholic Church in the United 
States have agreed upon a letter addressed to 
the clergy and laity of the country. The 
letter bears on the war with Spain, and will 
be read in all the churches on Sunday. It is 
indorsed by Mgr. Martinelli, the apostolic 
delegate, and is as follows: 3 

“To the clergy and laity of the Catholic 
Church of the United States, greeting: 

*“‘ The events that have succeeded the blow- 
ing up of the battleship Maine and the sacri- 


fice of 266 innocent victims, the patriotic 


seamen of the United States, have culmi- 
nated in war with Spain and our own be- 
loved country. 

‘* Whatever may have been the individual 
opinions of Americans prior to the declara- 
tion of war, there can now be no two opin- 
ions as to the duty of the loyal of the Ameri- 
cans. <A resort to arms was determined 
upon by the Chief Executive of the nation, 
with the advice of both Houses of Congress 
and after consultation with his Cabinet 
officers, but not until every effort had been 
exhausted to bring about an honorable and 
peaceful solution of our difficulties with 
Spain. The patient calmness, the dignified 
forbearance, the subdued firmness of Presi- 
dent McKinley during the trying time that 
intervened between the destruction of the 
Maine and the declaration are beyond all 
praise, and should command the admiration 
of every true American. 

“We, the members of the Catholic Church, 
are true Americans, and as such are loyal to 
our country and our flag and obedient to the 
highest decree and the supreme authority 
of the nation. 

“We are not engaged in a war of section 
against section or State against State, but 
we are united as one man against a foreign 
enemy and a common foe. If, as we are 
taught by our holy church, love of country 
is, next to love of God, a duty imposed on 
us by all laws, human and diviine, then it is 
our duly to labor and to pray for the tem- 
poral and spiritual well being of .the brave 
soldiers who are battling for our beloved 
country. 

*“* Det us faithfully beg the God of battles 
to crown their arms on land and sea with 
victory and triumph, and to stay unneces- 
sary effusion of blood and speedily to restore 
peace to our beloved land and people. 

“To this end we direct that on and after 
the receipt of this circular and until the 
close of the war every priest shall in his 
daily mass pray for the restoration of peace 
by the glorious victory for ourflag. Wealso 
direct that prayers for the brave soldiers and 
sailors that fell in battle be said every day 
after a mass. These prayers shall be said 
aloud with the people, and shall be one 
Our Father and one Hail Mary and the De 
Profundis. 

‘““We pray that God may bless and pre- 
serve our country in this great crisis, and 
speedily bring victory, honor, and peace to 
all our people.” |

The Spanish Ambassador expresses frank 
opinions concerning the origin of the war 
and its underlying motives. He is firmly 
convinced that when Great Britain knows 
the whole truth and how the, supposed ex- 
actions from the Cubans and the faults of 
the government of their island have been 
magnified and exaggerated by the United 
States to mask the true motives of the war 
and give a humanitarian pretext for in-

Berne, Switzerland, May 10.—The news of 
the uprising in Milan has greatly excited 
the Italian workmen who abound in Switzer- 
land. 

At Lauzanne this morning 1,000 Itallan 
workmen paraded the streets, carrying a 
red flag draped with crape. As the proces- 
sion passed through the streets the men 
sang the ‘** Marseillaise’’ and cheered for 
the revolution. A | 

The outbreak at Milan appears to have 
been fully organized. One of the leaders 
here exhibited a telegram, announcing: 

“ The revolution is triumphant in Turin. 
The city has been burned.” 

ashe men who took part in the demonstra- 
tion appear to have plenty of money. 

Many Italians have started for the north 
of Italy in response to a circular bearing 
the words: | 

“To the frontier. Let-us start for Italy.”’ 

The rioters at Naples made several at-

Parliament May Be Prorogued. 


Rome, May 10.—The Italian Cabinet has 
decided to recommend to King Humbert that 
Parliament be prorogued. 

The police are reported to have seized cor- 
respondence showing that the recent serious 
riots in different parts of Italy were the 
result of a plan of revolution, but it appears 
that the movement broke out prematurely. 

Advices received from Milan today give 
details of the arrest of 200 rioters intra 
monastery there. It appears that the stu- 
dents from Pavia, who joined inthe disturb- 
ances, entrenched themselves in the Ca- 
puchin Monastery and while a detachment 
of troops was passing fired uponthem. The 
military authorities sent two field guns to 
the scene, opened fire on the monastery, 
made a breach in its walls, and entered the 
building, but the students escaped.” All the 
monks were arrested and they will be im- 
prisoned previously to being distributed 
among the other monasteries of the order. 
For the present the monks- will be held at 
the disposal of the military authorities. 


Government Is Hopeful. 


The Premier, Marquis di Rudini, said ina 
circular sent to the people and authorities 
at Milan: 

‘“‘“Though the senseless agitations show 
the existence of unreasoning, aimless 
masses, yet the country’s institutions are not 
imperiled and will emerge triumphantly 
through the grievous trials in the midst of 
which the fatherland is now passing.” 

In conclusion, the Premier says all civil 
and military functionaries must ‘“ employ 
inflexible vigor in promptly repressing dis- 
order.’”’ 

A state of siege has been proclaimed in thee 
Province of Florence and at Livourno, Pisa, 
Sinea, Massa; and Grosseto, and also: in the 
Town of Spezzia, the naval port of Spezzia 
being excepted from the decree.

and the customs officers as the latter fired 
a volley. 

The Duke and Duchess were not hurt, but a 
dozen of the rioters fell. The ducal party re- 
turned here at a gallop. 

The Italian Socialist Deputy Rondani has 
arrived here from Bellinzona. He declares 
the Italian revolutionists desire to found a 
federated repubiic, like the Swiss republic. 

The riotous demonstrations at Luino be- 
gan on Sunday. The mob leadérs demand- 
ed a reduction in the price of bread, which 
the local authorities conceded. Today the 
rioters attacked the carbineers in their bar- 
racks, and also attacked the prison. | 

The police fired on the mob, killing several 
persons and wounding a number of others. 


Forced ‘Silence Is Ominous. 


London, May 11.—The Milan correspondent 
of the Daily News, telegraphing Tuesday 
night, says: 

‘I am unable at this moment to send you 
more than a few words. Fresh and more 
rigid measures have been adopted in the 
censorship of telegrams. The forced silence 
is most ominous. Any official accounts of the 
restoration of order must be received with 
all reserve. The rebels are besieging Mi-

‘‘It is belleved that matters are. steadily 
growing worse. The government is clearly 
unequal to the difficulties of the situation 
and great anxiety prevails in political cir- 
cles.”’ 

The Daily News publishes a dispatch from 
a point beyond the Italian frontier confirm- 
ing the censorized telegram from its Milan 
correspondent as to the fighting at Milan. 
According to this communication, between 
100 and 200 were killed on Saturday, more on 
Sunday, and still more yesterday (Monday).

‘LAST PARADE AT CAMP TANNER. 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT, 
DAVID B, MACGOWAN. | 

Camp Tanner, State Fair Grounds, Spring- 
field, Ill., May 10.—[Speciai.]—When the 
members of the Third and Fifth Infantry, | 
Colonels Fred Bennitt and J. 8. Culver, take 
leave of their companions in arms in camp 
here at noon on Thursday it will be with 
the expectation that their stay in New Or- 
leans will be brief. The impression here js 
they wili be transferred almost immediate- 
ly from the Illineis Central railway to a 
‘government transport, and that they will 
see fighting within ten days or two weeks. 
Somehow, it is also pretty generally ‘ac- 
cepted that these regiments and the cavalry 
and artillery will see all the service the 
Camp Tanner volunteers will take part in. 

The ordtér sending the First and Sixth In- 
fantry to Washington, which has not yet 
been received by Governor Tanner, is re- 
garded as tantamount to notice of a‘sum- 
mers vacation, while the fate of the Sec- 
ond, Fourth, and Seventh, to be held in re- 
serve, is regarded by many as gloomy, from 
@ soldier’s point of view, whether they ever 
‘ghove out of Springfield or not. 

Colonel Kavanagh, for one, does not take 
a doleful view of the situation. 

“Of ceurse, if we were sent to Washing- 
ton or kept here, or even sidetracked some- 
where for coast defense and patrol service, 
we would cut a somewhat ridiculous figure 
when we réturned to Chicago,”’ he said. 
“ But I do not believe this outcome of our 
‘prepatatioga.confronts us. An army of in- 
vasion can hardly be less than 100,000 strong, 
and few States are so advanced as Illinois 
in. their preparations. Besides, there will 
have to be-an army of occupation for the 
Philippines, and I think we stand a good 
show to see action. I am free to say I want 
my command to get where the fighting will 


be.”

Mobi- 
lization having been. accomplished, their 
usefulness is declared to be at an end, as 
orders may as well go direct to regimental 
commanders as through the brigade quar- 
ters, 

General Charles Fitz-Simons and General 
Andrew Welch of the First and Third Brig- 
ades are directed to close their offices and 
return to their home stations with their 
staffs tomorrow. Pay-rolls will be made out 
in duplicate and returned to the Adjutant 
General's office without delay. 

The Second Brigade has already been 
abolished in effect. Colonel J. 8. Culver has 
been relieved of command that he might at- 
tend to the duties of his own regiment. 

A parade of all the troops in camp not de- 
tained for examination or mustering in will 
mark the last day of camp life for the com- 
plete Illinois quota of volunteers. Gencral

SPANISH FOLLY AND INSOLENCE. 

fhe Spanish Prime Minister declares 
that “ our colonies have cost us dear ”—dur- 
ing the last twenty-five years 600 million 
dollars have been spent in them in defensive 
works, If those at Manila are a fair speci- 
men, the money spent has been used to lit- 
tle purpose. But the expensiveness of the 
colonies has not been due to the cost of 
these defensive works, but to the costly 
‘efforts to suppress insurrections in those 
colonies. These insurrections have been 
occasioned by the misgovernment and in- 


oa tolerable tyranny of Spain. Had that coun- 


try ruled Cuba only half decently the peo- 
ple never would have rebelled, and would 
have continued to pour great sums of money. 
into the Spanish treasury. 
Spain has driven its colonists into re- 
- bellion. It has then exhausted itself, as 
Sefior Sagasta admits, by efforts to put 
down the rebellions it has caused, “ Spain,” 


be says, * is desolated and ruined by inter- | 


nal troubles.” But, though in so deplora- 
ble a condition, Spain goes to war with the 
United States on account of Cuba, an 
island it is too exhausted to reconquer, even 
if the United States were to remain neutral. 
It is not strange that Sagasta should say 
“God is -my witness that I did not wish 
for a rupture with the United States,” for 
he confesses that the resources of the 
United States are infinitely superior to those 
of Spain. “ The United States,” he says, 
‘’* prospers and increases its riches and its 
— strength daily.” It has 74 million people, 
~ while Spain has only about 18 million. 
"Therefore the only sensible course for 
Spain to pursue is to abandon colonies 
which it cannot hope to retain under any 
circumstances, instead of going to war 
about them with a power like the United 
States, whose resources are practically lim- 
itiess. Sefior Sagasta states that Pariia- 
ment must grant the government the re- 
sources required for war.” The Cortes will 
yote more taxes, but those taxes will pro- 
duce no money, because the country has 
about reached the limit of its capacity to 
endure taxation, Loans will be voted, but 
the only loans which can be negotiated will 
be forced loans. A conscription will be 
voted, but Spain needs fleets more than it 
does soldiers, and those fleets cannot be im 
provised. 
Should it be a question of soldiers, the 


* ‘United States can put four men in the field 


with ease for every one whom Spain puts 
there with difficulty. The superiority of 
the United States where money is con- 
corned is even greater. When Congress 


votes war taxes, the full amount they 
are expected to produce will be collected, 
There is pending in the Senate now a bill 
levying a few war taxes, which will bring 
the Treasury a hundred millions a year.. 


That sum will go a long ways towards de- : 


fraying the current expenses of the war. 
Spain is outmatched at every point. Why, 


then, did it go to war? Possibly beeause it |

Possibly the Spanjards 
did not realize their hopeless inferiority un- 
til after their defeat at Manila, but at pres- 
ent, instead of taking to heart the lesson 
of that disaster, they are proclaiming, 
through the Prime Minister, that “ our first 
duty is to unite, in order to vanquish our 
foes, or at least to defend ourselves valiant- 
ly, and to uphold the honor of Spain.” ~ 
This is mere oe The “ foe” cannot 
be vanquished, d there is no Spanish 
“honor” to uphold. Spaniards have no 
cohception of honor, and never have had. 
They are cruel, perfidious, and insolent, but 
not honorable. Their cruelty and perfidy 
they probably never will lose, but their in- 
solence will be somewhat abated by the 
time the United States is through with 
them. 


THAT MYTHICAL FLEET. 

There is as yet no confirmation of the 
persistent rumors to the effect that the mys- 
terious Spanish fleet has arrived in Cadiz. 
The report seems to have gained credence 
in Washington, both from the State depart- 
ment and from the War department, but 
that is not conclusive, either. Itis possible 
that the fleet is at Cadiz, but in the absence 
of more definite testimony it is just as likely 
to appear at any monient off the coast of 
Puerto Rico or Cuba. 

But as far as the duty of ‘the United 
States in Cuba is concerned it matters little 
whether the Spanish armada is at Cadiz 
or in the middle of thé Atlantic, or whether 
there really is such a fleet at all, which one 


feels tempted to doubt. The duty that lies 


next for the Washington authorities is to 
get the American soldiers into Cuba at the 
earliest possible moment, and ‘to crush the 


‘Spanish army there. If the fleet on which.

that is all the more reason for taking im-

THE PRESIDENT’S MANILA ORDER. 
‘The order sent to Admiral Dewey by 
President McKinley, Commander-in-Chief 
of the army and navy, through the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, is noticeable for its posi- 
tiveness, brevity, and conciseness. It was 
sent April 24 to the Admiral at Hongkong, 
and reads: : 


War has commenced between the United States 
and Spain. Proceed at ence to Philippine Islands. 
Commence operations at once, particularly against 
the Spanish fleet. You must capture vessels or 
destroy them. Use utmost endeavors. 


This dispatch was sent on Sunday. On 
the following Sunday the work laid out for 
Dewey was accomplished.‘ It was prompt 
and thorough. He proceeded “at once.” 
He began operations “ at once,” and “ par- 
ticularly against the Spanish fleet.” He 
did not bother about capturing vessels, he 
destroyed them. It was only a matter of a 
few hours on that Sunday, about as long 
a time as is devoted to an ordinary church 
service, and the Spanish fleet was of no 
further use in this or any other war. The 
order says nothing about shore batteries, 
but these, too, were demolished? Dewey 
had used his “ utmost endeavors,” and his 
reply to the President was as concise as 
the order: “*, 

Manila, May 1.—-The squadron arrived at Ma- 
nila at daybreak this morning. We immediately 
engaged the enemy and destroyed the follow 
Spanieh war vessels:

WHAT TO DO WITH THE PHILIPPINES. 

Now that Commodore Dewey’s great vic- 
tory in the Philippines has given assurance 
Spanish domination there is at an end 
there is a general tendency among foreign 
statesmen and diplomats to consider what 
is to be the final fate of the islands. So far 
as our own people are concerned the ques- 
tion has been precipitated upon them sud- 
denly and unexpectedly, and there has 


~gsearcely been time to appreciate its full 


significance, much less mature a policy on 
the subject. 

The importance of the problem may be 
apprehended from the following extract 
, from a recent report of Oscar F. Williams, 
United States Consul at Manila, who.left 
that place shortly before Commodore 
Dewey’s attack, returning with that officer 
on the flagship Olympia, Consul Williams 
says: 

Local and European authorities estimate the 
area of the Philippine Islands at 150,000 equare 
miles and their population at 15,000,000. The Is- 
land of Luzon, on which the City of Manila is, is 
larger than New York and Massachusetts, and has 
a population of 5,000,000, and the Island of Min- 
danao is nearly if not quite as large. There are 
scores of other islands. An id®a of the extent of 
the population of the Philippines may be formed 
when it is said that the six New England States 
and New York, New Jersey, Delaware, and Mary- 
land have 10 per cent less area and population. 


Although there are twenty-one consul- 
ates in Manila besides that of the United 
States, representing the leading commercial 
countries of the world, the volume of the 
export trade coming under his official su- 
pervision more than equaled that of all his 
twenty-one colleagues. <A detailed state- 
ment shows that the aggregate amounts to 
an average of $1,000,000 per month, being 
64 per cent of the export trade of the 
islands, against 36 per cent to Great Brit- 
ain and other foreign countries combined. 
These -figures prove the vast importance of 
their trade to the United States, which, 
under new conditions, is certain to be great- 
ly increased. 

Two notable opinions from high diplo- 
matic authorities have just been given to 
the public as to the future relation of the 
United States to the islands—those of 
Guido Bacelli, a prominent statesman and 
coming Premier of Italy, and Samuel 
Wiener, Vice President of the Belgian 
Council at Brussels—and while both repre- 
sent nations which have no interests bring- 
ing them in conflict with the United States 
on this question it is significant that they 
are in exact agreement in their conclu- 
sions. Sig. Bacelli frankly expresses the 
opinion that— 


First, from the standpoint of international law, 
America has the right of conquest and indemnity. 
Secondly, from the standpoint of policy it is the 
only power thapcan now havethem. They should 
not be reced to Spain, which being without a 
fleet or finances they would become res derelicta 
and a bone of Gontention for the European powers, 
thereby prectpitating in the far East a conflict. 


The Italian statesman further declares 
that to cede the islands to Great Britain 
would be considered by Russia and Ger- 
many a casus belli, as destroying the equi- 
librium in the East, and “ the powers, in 
their heart of hearts, hope that America 
will keep the Philippines, as it is the only 


trality, and is not suspected of designs for 
territorial aggrandizement.” Mr. Wiener 
was equally emphatic in his opinion to the 
same effect. .While declaring that he 
“unhesitatingly advocates the retention 
of the islands by the United States, which 
should exercise sovereign control,” he 
added: 


I see no reason why the United States should not 
participate in the expansion of Western influence 
in the far East and reap the economic advantages 
resulting therefrom. I look upon it as natural 
evolution in the march of Western progress of 
which America is so conspicuous an example. 


He regarded the question of European 
interference as having no force, for the rea- 
son that the European powers would have 
no right to object. Both of these authori- 
ties evidently regard the question as set- 
tled by the universally recognized princi- 
ples of international law. 

While we are not surprised to see these 
views expressed by statesmen whose posi- 
tion entitles them to be regarded as strictly 
impartial, it is worthy of note that the same 
conclusions are reached by English news- 
papers, which have not committed them- 
selves in direct opposition to the interests 
of the United States, in connection with the 
present war. This is conspicuously the 
case with such English papers as the Lon- 
don Spectator and the Chronicle. Sir 
Charles Dilke, ‘an English Liberal of the 


whether in his opinion there was any doubt 
as to the right of the United States to re- 
tain the islands, responded: 

None whatever. The States will hold the Philip- 
pines by the right of congest. No power or pow- 
ers will have the slightest title to interfere. 

That idea of continental pressure [by France or 
Germany] I regard as all moonshine. No power 
would attempt pressure unless we were in the 
same boat with them, which we never will be. 
Without English naval support no power will ven- 
ture upon any action in the matter. 

He was equaily emphatic in his view of 
the duty of the United States under the cir- 
cumstances in consideration of the necessity 
of furnishing the islands with a stable gov- 

ernment—either directly or by means of a 
protectorate, 

The duty of the United States in the prem- 
ises seems to be simply this: Complete the 
act of taking possession, so well begun by

The Minister states that 
this is an act hostile to Spain, but he takes 
it for granted that the United States will not 
allow Spain to punish the Hawalian govern- 
ment for whatitis doing. Certainly not, but 
matters would be simplified if the United 
States instead of accepting this offer of good 
offices were to accept at once the more valu- 
able standing offer of the islands themselves. 
There is inexcusable slowness about doing 
that. The joint resolution for the annexa-

SAGASTA’S FALSE STATEMENT. 

In the course of an interview the Span- 
ish Prime Minister has attempted to ex- 
plain away the overwhelming defeat at 
Manila after this manner: | 

Much has been said regarding the causes of the 

catastrophe, but all discussion has been beside the 
question. The truth is that we were too few, that 
we were overwhelmed by the great superiority of 
the enemy's forces and by the fortunes of war, 
which unhappliy went against us. 
_Sagasta’s explanation is not the correct 
one. He has not touched upon the true 
cause of his nation’s defeat. The Ameri- 
ean victory in Manila harbor was a mat- 
ter neither of numerical odds nor of su- 
perior armament. It was simply a matter 
of the kind of men. If the places of the 
tw parties had been changed the result 
would have been the same. If the Ameri- 
can force, such as it was, had manned the 
Spanish vessels and forts just as they 
stood, and if the Spaniards had come into 
the bay on the American vessels, with 
American guns, and had attempted to take 
Manila, they would have met with defeat. 
The American vessels manned by Span- 
iatds would havé been sunk or disabled, 
and Sagasta would have had the same kind 
of catastrophe to explain away. The de- 
feated Spanish Admiral, sailing on a shat- 
tered American vessel, would have had 
to explain his defeat by saying that he 
had been outclassed by the fleet that now 
lies on the bottom of Manila Bay. The 
combination would have been too much for 
him in that case, as it was in the other. 

The -fact is that the American sailors are 
superior to the Spanish sailors. This is the 
reason why the fortunes of war “ unhap- 
pily went against ”’ the Spaniards in Manila 
harbor. and this is why they will continue 
to go against Spain in every fair and open 
battle in which we shall meet Spanish arms. 
Probably the Spaniards can meet death 
just as bravely as their opponents, but when 
it conies to a comparative test of marksman- 
ship the Americans will always be ahead. _ 

It is not the arms, but the men behind the 
arms, that count in warfare. The Ameri- 
can is the better man in the present strug- 
gle. He is‘the superior of the Spaniard in 
vim, dash, skill, intelligence, knowledge 
of machinery, and everything else that 
makes for victory. For centuries Spain has 
kept down individual intelligence, and sup- 
' plied its place with superstition and cruelty. 
It has sneered at and contemned the Yan- 
kee ingenuity that has developed the United 
States into a nation of skilled users of ma- 
chines. As a result its men cannot use 
modern ordnance and battleships, even 
when they possess them. 

Detailed reports of the Manila engage- 
ment show that there was no lack of Span- 
ish shot and shell, and powder smoke. 
Neither did their guns fail to carry far 
enough or to hit hard enough: But they 
went over the American vessels, or wide of 
them, and hit only the water most of the 
time. The wild firing of the Spanish gun- 
ners is as noteworthy in its way as the 
deadly accuracy of the American gunners. 
The Spaniards are utterly unable to use 
their tools, whether these be ships or heavy 
batteries or small rapid fire guns. There 
has already been enough firing from the 
land batteries in Cuba to demonstrate the 
same point. It was the individual Ameri- 
can seaman, and not the superiority of num- 
bers or equipment, that administered the 
historic defeat to Spain at Manila. 

It is only pride and insolence for Sagasta 
to say that Spain was defeated because of 
“the great superiority of the enemy's 
forces.” It is because the Spaniards are an 
inferior race. The only things in which 
they excel are cruelty and: perfidy, but 
these are of no account in a fair standup 
fight between man and man. Before a war 
breaks out they can blow up a peaceful 
vessel in one of their harbors, but when it 
comes to a real war, that is another story. 
The whole British navy manned with Span- 
jards would only duplicate the Manila de- 
feat in the presence of our gallant American 
seamen. 


European nations seem to 
Wants Us To be almost unanimous in the 
KEEP MANILA. opinion that the United 
States should keep. the 
Philippine Islands. In fact, it is a curious 
phase of the situation that we might find 
more difficulty in getting the Philippines off 
our hands than we had in getting hold of 
them. Technically the United States has as 
good a right to sell these islands to any 
European power as it has togkeep them itself, 
but pragtically this may not prove as easy 
as it sounds. No matter what European na- 
tion we offer the islands to, the result would 
be pretty sure to be jealousy and objection 
on the part of several other nations. Great 
Britain is the only government to which we 
should be likely to want to sell, and Euro- 
pean diplomatists are already declaring that 
this would be considered a hostile act by 
Russia and Germany. The same would be 
true of other nations if we sold the islandsto 
Germany or to Japan, or to any other power 
that caredforthem. The best way to settle 
the matter is to do as the jealous powers sug- 
gest and keep the Philippines ourselves. 


SAGASTA’S UNTRUTHFUL STATEMENT 

The other day an interview was had with 
the Queen Regent of Spain concerning the 
war between the United States and the 
country of which her son ‘is the nominal 
ruler, for the real ruler is not Alfonso or his 
‘mother, but the Prime Minister for the 
time being. That position is filled now by 
‘Sefior Sagasta. In an interview with him, 
printed in yesterday’s Trisune, he made 
a statement as to why the United 
States and Spain are now at war. While he 
is doubtless better informed as to the real 
causes of that war than the Queen Regent, 
his explanation is marked by the same omis-

According to Sagasta the United States 
has long coveted the possession of Cuba be- 
cause it is an excellent strategic point and 
is of great commercial] value, For this al- 
leged purpose of annexing Cuba it helped on 
the Cuban insurrection “ with the view of 
completing our ruin and with a cut and 
dried plan of declaring war as soon aé they 
considered our exhaustion sufficiently ad- 
vanced.” Thus the Prime Minister puts the 
entire responsibility for the war on the as- 
sumed “ land hunger ” of the United States. 
The declaration of Congress that this coun- 
try does not want Cuba and does not intend 
to take it is ignored by Sagasta. | 

He charges that the Americans “ assisted 
the Cuban. insurrection.” . Undoubtedly 
they sympathized with it, because it was an 
insurrection against a brutal and merciless 
tyranny. The effective aid which was given 
the insurgents came not from Americans 
but from Cubans in this country—and from 
some in Paris—who contributed out of their 
scanty earnings money which was used in 
buying guns and ammunition to be sent to 
Cuba. During two years of one Presiden- 
tial administration and almost one year of 
another the American government spent 


millions to prevent the shipment of supplies. 


to Cuba. Far from assisting the insurgents, 
it used its naval and civil resources to pre- 
vent the receipt of. munitions of war by 
them. 

Sefior Sagasta is not ignorant of what the 
United States did under Cleveland and Mc- 
Kinley to aid Spain, but he suppresses all 
mention of that assistance, because it would 
not harmonize with his assertion that the 
United States has been nursing the insur- 
rection so as to exhaust the resources of 
Spain and then step in and seize the island, 
protesting at the same time that it had no 
intention of doing so. Sagasta ascribes to 
this country a policy of perfidy and treach- 


- ery which Spain would not hesitate to fol- 


low, but which is repugnant to all American 
instincts, 
Sagasta does not explain why the insur- 
rection in Cuba, which he charges the 
United States with assisting, broke out and 
lasted so long. He admits that that insur- 
rection has been a serious matter; that it 
has drained the Spanish Treasury and left 
his country in no condition to go to war. 
But he does not state why the Cubans took 
up arms against the mother country. Had 
he done so he would have given excellent 
reasons why this country should go to war 
with Spain. Spanish misrule for centuries, 
culminating in the atrocities of Weyler, are 
ample justification for what the United 
States is doing to free Cuba. 
Nor does Sagasta make any mention what- 
ever of the destruction of the Maine and 
the death of nearly its entire crew. That 


vessel went to Havana on a peaceful errand, 


Its officers were courteously received. They 
and the Spanish officials exchanged calls. 
Then one night some of those same officials 
blew up the vessel when lying at anchor at 
the place selected by those same officials, 
The only notice the Spanish government 
took of this “incident ” was to assert that 
the explosion which wrecked the Maine was 


from within, and thus was due probably to 


the fault of officers or crew. 

Spain began war when the Maine was de- 
stroyed under circumstances of unequaled 
perfidy. Nothing but the self-restraint of 
the people of the United States kept them 
from demanding a declaration of war the 
moment they were convinced the explosion 
was not an accident and that Spain had not 
the slightest intention of making amends or 
trying to make amends for the horrible 
crime Spaniards had perpetrated. And yet 
Sagasta declares publicly that the war isa 
causeless one as far as anything done by 
Spain is concerned, and that there would 
be no war were it not for territorial greed on 
the part of the United States. | 

The Queen Regent is to some extent ex- 
cusable when she makes misstatements. 
It may be assumed that facts have been 


_kept from her by her Ministers and that she 


deviates from the truth through ignorance. 
No such excuse can be made for the Prime 
Minister. He knows all the facts intimate- 
ly, for he has been in office for some months. 
Nevertheless, he has the audacity to come 
forward in the face of Europe and America 
and allege that Spain is an innocent lamb 
and the United States a wolf which has 


picked a quarrel with that lamb and is now 


seeking to devour it. He can deceive no- 
body. Spain hag been a ravenous wolf for 
centuries in the Philippines and the West 
Indies. Retribution is overtaking it ‘at last 
and the nations of the earth know that 
retribution is just. 


Sefior Sagasta talks strange- 
WE ARE ly when he declares that the 
MaKING WaR Americans “instead of open- 
OPENLY. ly making war encourage in 
every way the troubles in 
Cuba, Puerto Rico, and the Philippines.” 
Whom does he méan? Admiral Dewey made 
war openly at Manila. He bombarded forts, 
silenced batteries, and sank ships, not 
stealthily or by dead of night but by day- 
light. If Sagasta prefers “ open’’ war he 
will have more of it before he is much older. 
He will learn what Sampson's fleet can do. 
He will become familiar with the military 
methods of the American soldiers who are 
about to embark for Cuba. And yet the 
Spanish Prime Minister, while complaining 
that the United States is not making war 
openly, does not seem to relish the evidence 
of its ability to make war openly which has 
been furnished at Manila. He speake of the 
‘* sad events’ which have taken place there 
and of the ‘“‘catastrophe’’ which has brought 
with it *‘ days of mourning.’’ Sagasta does 
not seem to fancy American warfare no mat- 
ter how it is carried on. Under the circum- 
stances the best thing for him to do is to beg 
for peace. 


THE BREAD RIOTS. 

The immediate cause of the terrible bread 
riots in Milan and other Italian cities is 
scarcity of food, but the primary cause 
back of this is the enormous armament 
under which this comparatively weak na- 
tion has staggered for years. Italy’s bread 
riots are the natural result of its attempting 
to hold its own among the great powers of 
Europe. The fatal train of causes leading 
up to the present catastrophe had its be- 
ginning on the day when Italy joined the 
triple alliance and undertook to maintain 
a navy and a standing army on a par with 
Austria and Germany. | 

Not only has Italy from the first been the 
weakest of these three, but it has been far 
the weakest of the six nations that call 
themselves the great powers. The colossal 
armament under which all Europe has 
groaned increasingly for two decades has 


rested most heavily of all upon unhappy 


Italy. 'For years there have been increas- 
ing signs that it was breaking under the 
strain. Marion Crawford’s recent novels 
have dwelt upon the insupportable strain 
and the inevitable dangers ahead. It has 
been apparent to all European publicists 
that the crushing taxes laid upon the peas- 
antry and lower classes to maintain Italy's 
great army and navy must sooner or later 
become intolerable. The bread riots are 
but the natural fulfillment of these proph-

estimated at $1,000,000. This compara- 
tively small nation maintains a permanént 
army of nearly 800,000 men, with a com- 
pulsory militia that brings the total up to 
3,365,000 men. Though the militia and a con- 
siderable proportion of the permanent army 
are not in continuous service, each man in 
that enormous total spends from three to 
nineteen of his best manhood years in the 
unproductive work of military drill. Even 
the portion constantly under arms—over 
231,000 men—is tremendous for a nation of 
81,000,000, as compared with our own 
standing army of 25,000 for a nation of 
72,000,000. 

In addition to this vast unproductive army 
the Italians have also to furnish food and 
maintenance for 24,000 naval officers and 
men, to say nothing of the millions of money 
and interest necessary to pay for a great 
modern navy of 300 vessels, features of 


which are ten first class battleships and 110 


first class torpedo craft. . 

These are a part of the intolerable obli- 
gations of a nation that wishes to pose as 
a great European power. When the nation 
is not really a great power, as Italy is not, 
the inevitable collapse is not hard to fore- 
see. A nation, like a business man or firm, 
cannot live indefinitely beyond its income. 
The bankruptcy of Italy has hit the poor 
people first and hardest, and the bread 
riots are in part their blind and savage 
protest against the military burdens which 
they can no longer bear. ; 

For Europe this is a graver matter than 
the Spanish-American war itself. Ap- 
parently the fatalities caused by the mobs 
in Milan alone have already far surpassed 
those of the war thus far. The deaths in 
that city are reported to mount up well to- 
ward a thousand, and the trouble continues 
to spread in that and other cities. Member- 
ship in the triple alliance has been for Italy 
a costly and fatal blunder. The alliance, 
in the first place, is made against Italy’s 
natural customer and neighbor, France. 
It has naturally crippled commerce with 
that country. But it has also crippled 
Italian agriculture and home industries of 
every sort by withdrawing from productive 
pursuits enormous quotas of men and cap- 
ital for the maintenance of a military estab- 
lishment beyond the strength of the nation. 
The triple alliance has never been anything 
but a curse to Italy, and it can never be 
anything else as long as Europe remains one 
vast military camp. 

The bread riots in Spain are scarcely less 
serious than those in Italy. They likewise 
grow out of the hunger and restlessness of 
the people under taxation and privation, 
but the causes are somewhat more com- 


| plex. Cuban misrule has been the curse to 


Spain that the triple alliance has been to 
Italy. In the last three years Spain has 
sent over 200,000 soldiers to Cuba in the 
futile attempt to stave off the inevitable con- 
sequences of its tyrannies there. Thus each 
country has had a bottomless pit into which 
it has been pouring the wealth and produc- 
tiveness of its people. Now there is a 
scarcity of food in Europe and these two 
impoverished nations are the first to suffer 
the pangs of hunger. Political unwisdom, 
though differing widely in the two cases, 
has been a prominent cause of the bread 
riots in the two countries.

Making Wood Alcohol. 

It is necessary t to convert wood ints 
liquid. The strongest hydraulic pressure 
would not squeeze one-half of 1 per cent of 
the moisture from dry wood, but by putting 
the same material into an iron retort and 
converting it into charcoal by means of heat 
the gases and smoke, to the extent of fully 
65 per cent of the weight of the wood, may 


which are obtained wood alcohol, acetate 
of lime, and wood tars. A cord of wood 
weighing 4,000 pounds produces about 2,68 
pounds of pyroligneous acid and 700 pounds 
ofcharcoai. The pyroligneous acid from one 
cord of wood produces nine galions of 82 per 
cent crude wood alcohol, 200 pounds of ace 
tate of lime, and about 25 gallons of tar, be- 
sides 35 bushels of charcoal. After the 
pyroligneous acid is neutralized with lime 
the wood alcohol is distilled off, the limes 
holding the acetic acid in solution. 
the separation of the wodd spirit the remain- 
ing liquid is boiled down in pans to a sugar, 
which is dried and becomes the acetate of 
lime in commerce. Acetate of lime is 
for making acetic acid. 

Fully three-fifths of all the wood alcohol 


are made in the United States. A consider 
able quantity is also produced in Sweden, 
and at the exhibition now being held @ 
Stockholm specimens may be seen. OV6F 
15,000 acres of forest per year are cleared in 
the United States. Wood alcohal affords & 
perfect substitute for grain alcohol for mam 
ufacturing and mechanical purposes, and at 
less than one-third the cost. It is used prin- 
cipally as a solvent in the making of shellas 
varnish and in making celluloid and photo 
graphic paper. It makes beautiful dye tints 
is antiseptic, and is used for liniments 

for skin rubbing In bathhouses.—Wine and 
Spirit Gazette.

Captain Ayers of the Ordnance byreae iv the 
War department broke into laughter when 
this question was asked him today, but 
when his mirth had subsided he said: * Of- 
ficlally the War department never tested the 
powers of this so-called bullet-proof cloth. 
When I was in New York three years ago, 
however, I witnessed an experiment with 
this wonderful bullet-proof armor. It was 
really laughable—that is, to every one ex- 
cept the poor recruit upon whom the experi- 
ment was made. 

Of course, we all expected to see the bullet 
fired at the target on his breast flatten and 
fall to the ground when it came in contact 
with the bullet-proof armor, but, instead, it 
pierced the cloth, and the soldier fell back- 
wards from the concussion. He picked him- 
self up, and declared he would not a!low 
such experiments again. He was right, too, 
for I would not care to depend upon that 
kind of armor when on a field of battle, with 
shot and shell flying all around me. No, 
this bullet-proof cloth cannot be regarded 
as a success, so far as it has. been developed. 
Furthermore, I don’t think the tendency of 
the times is towards armor of any kind, and 
the department is inclined to discourage any 
such suggestions among soldiers. The use 
of armor would be going back to the middle 
ages. Bullct-proof shields would be of no 
use, especially in Cuba, where in the warm 


the armor, would suffocate.’’ 

General Ward, Assistant Adjutant of the 
army, ridiculed the suggestion of armor for 
use in the present war. “ Scientists who 
revel in difficult prob!ems,”’ he said, or in 
the solution of manners and means by which

Interstate Commission De- 
cides Against New York. 


ISSUE ON DIFFERENTIALS 


Philadelphia and Baltimore Will 
Get the Benefit. | 


BIDS FOR CARRYING TROOPS. 


The complaint breught by the New York 
Produce Exchange that difterentials al- 
lowed by the Bastern trunk lines in rates on 
grain, flour, and provisions from Chicago 
and other Western points of two cents to 
Philadelphia and three cents to Baltimore 
below the rate to New York were unlawful 
under section 3 of the interstate commerce 
act has been dismissed by the Interstate 
commission. It is a serious blow to New 
York's business intereste and will hurt the 
prestige of New York City as the leading 
export point in this country. 

For years the export business via New 
York has been suffering from the discrim- 
mination in favor of Philadelphia and Balti- 
more. The two last named cities now ex- 
port more grain than ew York. Most of 
the Leiter grain has been shipped via Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore on account of the 
lower rate obtained via those cities. | 
, The commission rules that its jurisdiction 
is confined to inquiring whether the situa- 
tion which the carriers have created is in 
violation of the act, and that preferring one 
locality over another does not violaie the 
third section unless the preference is undue 
or unreasonable, but that any preference 
which is without legitimate excuse is, in 
and of itself, undue and unreasonable. The 
commission also holds that, while carriers 
may lawfully disregard distances, no pre- 
vious decision is authority for a ruling that 
a carrier may be compelled to:@isregard dis- 
iance for the purpose of placing two com- 
munities upon a commercial equality. 

All'the Western roads, except the Colorado 
Midland, have agreed to accept a uniform 
rate of one cent a mile per capita for the 
transportation of troops. Notwiihstanding 
this the United States government takes the 
precaution of advertising for bids. The West- 
ern roads have just been asked to put in 
bids for the transportation .of a cowboy 
regiment from Montana and one from 
Utah, also for the transportation of volun- 
teer regiments from the various Western 

tates. | 

The Eastern roads have as yet taken no 
concerted action in making a uniform rate 
-of ohne cent a mile, but, as the Western 
roads have agreed upon such a rate, the 
EKastern cannot consistently charge the gov- 
ernment a higher one.

IN SHAPE. 


SPRING CROP CONDITIONS IN ILLINOIS 
ARE FAVORABLE. 


Seeded the Discouraging Outlook of 
Last Fall Has Given Place to Im- 
proved Prospects—Harvest Will In- 
elude 1,333,850 Acres—Condition of 
the Crop of 1808 Is 94 Per Cent of 
the Average. 


Springfield, Ill, May 10.—[Special. }—Re- 
ports from crop correspondents all over the 
State received at the Illinois Department 
of Agriculture under date of May 1 ure 
much more encouraging -as regards the 
wheat crop than in 1897. Owing to the ex- 
cessive drought last fall a small area of 
wheat was seeded—1,483,300 acres—and its 
germination was so retarded that it was 
feared the crop would be nearly a failure; 
but it has come through the winter in much 
better condition than was anticipated, the 
amount winter-killed or destroyed by floods 
being small. 

In the northern division Of the State but 
4 per cent was destroyed, yeaving 18,900 
acres for harvest; in central Llinois 8 per 
cent was destroyed, 646,300 acres remain- 
ing; and in the southern division of the State 
11 per cent was destroyed, leaving 668,600 
acres, In the entire State 10 per cent (149,- 
450 acres) was winter-killed or destroyed, 
1,333,850 acres remaining for harvest. 

The May 1 condition of the crop is fair, 
being 94 per cent of a seasonable average 
in northern Illinots and 84 per cent in both 
central and southern Ilinois. No injury by 
insects of any kind is reported, 

Winter Rye.—This crop did not fare so 
badly during the winter as did wheat, but 
% per. cent of the area seeded—aBout 3,000 
acres—being winter-killed or destroyed by 
floods. In northern Illingis the amount 
killed was 3 per cent, In central Tlinois 4 
per cent, and in the southern division of the 
State 5S percent. As is the case with wheat, 
the May .1, 1898, condition is much better 
than a year ago, the condition in the north- 
ern division of the State being 93 per cent 
of a seasonable average, in the central d'vis-, 
ion *) per cent, and in southern Illinois 


SS per cent. 
Old Grain in Store. 


Wheat—Of 10,522,500 bushels of wheat pro- 
duced in I}linois in 1897 but 8 per cent, or less 
than 1.000.000 bushels, is estimated to remain 
in first hands at this date. This is the small- 
est quantity of old wheat ever reported 
as carried over to this date. The 1897 wheat 
¢rop of the State was too small for the actual 
needs of the population, anc before another 
crop'is harvested the supply will be entirely 
exhausted and it will be necessary to buy. 
from outside our borders. 

Corn—Alhough not so much old corn is in 
producers’ hands at this time as on the cor- 
responding date the list (two years, yet the 
quantity reported, 02,134,400 bushels, is above 
the average, which is but Httle/more than 
63,000,000 bushels. Of the corn raised in 
northern [linois in 1807 41 per centis in first 
hands May 1, 1898. In central Iilinois 37 per 
cent remains, and in the southern division of 
the State 34 per cent. The State average is 
38 per cent. 

The amount of spring plowing done this 
season is 21 per ceht leas than at the same 
time last year. The cold weather and con- 
tinuous rains which have prevailed over a 
great portion of the State this spring have 
prevented. farmers getting into the fields, 
-with the resu#t above noted. In the north- 
ern division of the State but 68 per cent of 
the spring plowing is done, in the central 
division but little over one-third (86 per cent), 
and in seuthern Illinois 38 per cent. Less 
than half (47 per cent) of this work is finished 
at this date. Owing to this fact it has been 
impossible to sow as large an area of oats 
as was anticipated, and the acreage of this 
crpp bids fair to bo extremely limited. | 


Prospects for a Big Crop. 


Washington, C., May 10.—The May re- 
turns to the Statistician of the Department 
of Agricu!ture-show the acreage in winter 
wheat to be 5.7 per cent greater than the 
acreage last year, the comparison being not 
with the acreage harvested in 1807 but with 
that sown in the fall of 1806. 

While there is an acreage of 28 per cent 
in Kansas, a more or less marked in- 
crease in every Eastern and every South- 
ern State. and some increase also on 
ihe Pavific coast, the large expansion 
thus indicated is to some extent offset by a de- 
crease of 2 per cent In Apatene. 3 per cent in Oho, 
12 per cent in Iowa, 13 per cent In Misscuri, and 
16 per cent in Illinois. The reduction in area in 
these last named States is due to the fact that the 
fall of 1896 was one of the finest seeding seasons 
ever known. whereas that of 1897 was one of the 
most unfavorable. The average condition of winter 
wheat is 86.5. against 80.2 on May I of last year.
